C Onfidering the long Dehres and 
Hopes of the Students in the 
Chymick Art, I will in the pre- 
fent Treatife briefly and openly 
declare this Art. Firft therefore theSubjeft 
of the Art is to be known, in the fecond 
place, the Foundation, in the third, the 
Progrefs, fourthly and laftly, the Extra&ion 
of the Elements ; Which being known, eve- 
ry one may mod ealily attain the end of the 
Art. 

The Subjedt of this admired Science is o/ 
Sol and Luna, or rather Male and Female, 414 & o 
the Male is hot and dry, the Female cold 
and moyft, and know for a certain that our 
Stone is not compounded of any other thing, 
although many Philofophers name feveral 0- 
ther things, of which they fpeak Sophifti. 
cally. F a Never, 
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Neverthelefs by Scot us, Hortulaniis , St. 
‘tbomas , and Chrifiopbcr Parifienfis , and very 
many others, many other things for an other 
Caufe are fophiftically reckoned up, that Ig- 
norant Men may be deceived, becaufe it is 
not fit for Fools to know our Secrets : And 
this is if, which I thought fit at this time 
to propound concerning the Subject of our 
Art. 

The Foundation of this A rt, is the 
Knowledge of the four Qualities, and that 
in the beginning of the work, Coldnefs 
and Moyfture have the Dominion : For as 
Scot us faith, As the Sun dryeth up the a-’ 
bundance of JFater in Fenny and Boggy 
Places, after the fame manner our Sulphur 
when it is joyned with its/Fater or Mercury, 
doth by little and little confume and drink 
up the fame by the help of the Fire, and 
that by the affiftance of the only living 
God. 

The Progrefs is nothing elfe than a cer- 
tain contrary Adfion, for the Deicription of 
contrary things is one and the fame, and if 
thou (halt have twice made thi* equality, 
thou (halt finifh the whole Progrefs. 
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But now all skill confifteth in drawing 
forth the Elements, wherefore read over 
that which followeth fo often, until thou 
canft conceive and underftand it j and know 
that no one ever fpoke fo plainly as I in this 
Place, as thou wilt find by what followeth : 
Therefore give thanks to the great God, and 
be grateful to thy Friend who communica- 
ted to thee this Tradatc; Live alfo accor- 
ding to God and reafon, becaufe Divine 
TFifdom will not enter into a wicked Soul* 
nor into a Body fubjedted to Sin s. 

; The Extraction of the Elements is a cer- 
** tain Competition of Blacknefs, VVhitenefs, 
Yellownefs, and Rednefs : And know that 
Natures ought to be drawn from their 
Root. But the Root is a certain Congrega- 
tion of Elements, .confifting in Sulphur and 
Mercury, which they call a confufed Mafs. 4 
But the Natures, which are drawn forth from 
the Root are Sulphur and Mercury, which 
when they are joyned together are feparated, 
and purified, that they may be the better 
mingled afterwards, and united with the 
Body, out of which they are drawn. And 
after the Colours have parted, and th?t 
which is above, is made like that which is 
below, and that which is below ' like that 
above, then Miracles will from thence ap- 
pear. W htch being done, thou halt a Trian-

gle in a Quadrangle, and a fifth thing which 
is contained in four. 

Now remaineth the Multiplication, in 
which this briefly is to be noted j That the 
Elixir ought to be nourilhed out of the fame 
things, from which at firtl it had its Com- 
pofition. No Philofopher before now hath 
To openly declared this, as 1 have here done i 
and that for two Caufes, firlt becaufe from 
the beginning to the end of the work a long 
tjme is required, although feme Philofophers 
do fay, the Stone may be made in one day, 
and others in one month ; But know that 
they fpeak Enigmatically, and that their 
words ought not thus to be underflood. 

Neverthelefs I fay with Scotus that the 
Stone or perfedt work may be made in one 
year. Secondly,becaufe Man’s Life is(hort,and 
he grovveth Old, before he comprehendeth 
and underflandeth what is needful to be 
done in the Compofition of the Stone. And 
therefore 1 have here fo openly explained 
all things, leal! this, to noble a Science, Ihould 
be loft and perifh. 

The Theory of the fair, e Author. 

life venerable Nature, for the Philofo- 
phers from their own Authority have impo- 
ied various Names on this Nature, by reg- 
ion 
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fon of divers Colours appearing in its Alte- 
ration. For when it appeareth under the 
form of Water, they have called it Argent 
vive, Permanent Water, Lead, Spirit, Spit, 
tie of Lune, Tinn, &c. And when it’s 
made dry and becometh white, they have 
named it Silver, Magnefia, and white Sul- 
phur. And when it groweth red, they call 
the fame Gold and Ferment. But they do 
not vary in the thing it felf, when that is 
always one thing only, and the fame mat- 
ter, and always of the fame Nature, in 
which nothing entreth which is not drawn 
from it, and this which is next to it, and of 
its Nature. And this is mod true, to wit, 
the Stone is one, and one Medicine, and it 
is a Water clear, and bright, permanent, ^ 
pure and (hining, of a Geleftical Colour. And 
if Water did not enter into our Medicine, 
it could not purifie nor mend it felf, and fo 
thou couldft not obtain thy defire : But that 
which doth mend it is Sol, for the Water 
cannot be made better without it : For with- 
out Sol a nd his (hadow a tinging Poyfon can-O’j 
not be generated. Whoever therefore (hall > 

think that a Tindure can be made without 
thefe two Bodyes, to wit Sa/ and Lime , 
preceedeth to the Practice like one that is 
blind. For Body doth not Ad upon Body, 
nor Spirit upon Spirit ; Neither doth Form 
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receive an Impreffion from Form, nor Mat" 
ter from Matter, when as like doth not Ex" 
ercife either Action or Pafiion upon its like : 

For one is not more worthy than an other, 
wherefore there can be no Adtion betwixt 
them, when as like doth not bear Rule over 
like. But a Body doth receive ImprelTion 
from a Spirit, as Matter doth from its Form, 
and a Spirit from its Body, becaufe they are 
made and created by God, that they may Adf 
and fuffer each from other. For Matter 
would flow infinitely, if a Form did not re- 
tard and flop its Flux. Wherefore when the 
Body is a Form informing, it doth inform 
and retain the Spirit, that it afterwards can- 4 
not flow any more. 

The Body therefore doth tinge the Spirit, 
and the Spirit doth penetrate the Body, 
whereas one Body cannot penetrate an other 
Body, but a fubtil Spirit ual con gealed Sub- 
ftance doth penetrate and give Colour to the 
Body. And this is that Gummy and Olea- 
ginous Stone, proportioned in its Natures, 
containing a Spiritual Nature occultly in it 
felf together with the Elements purifyed. 
Therefore the Philofophers-Stone is to be 
wholy reduced into this Gumminefs by the 
hft Reiteration or lnceration of a certain gen- 
tle Flux, refolving all the Elements, that 
they flow like Wax. But when it is the 
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Stone, it appeareth like Copper, whereas 
notwithstanding it is a certain Spiritual Sub- 
fiance, penetrating and colouring or tinging 
all Metallick Bodys. 

From hence thou mayft eafily guefs, that 
this doth not proceed from the craifitude and 
grofsnefs of the Earth but from a Spiritual 
Metallick Subftance, which doth penetrate 
and enter. Wherefore it behoveth thee to 
refolve the Body into a fubtil Metallick Spi- 
rit, and afterwards to congeal and fix, re- 
tain and incerate it, that it may flow before 
it tinge. For Gold doth Colour nothing 
befides it felf, unlefs firft its own Spirit be 
extraded out of its own Belly ; and it be 
made Spiritual. 

And know that our M ercurial Water is a .All & o 
living Water, and a burning Fire, mortify- Jr ■ t 
ing and tearing in pieces Gold more than 
common Fire. And therefore by how much 
more it is better mixed, rubbed and ground 
with it, by fo much more it deftroyeth if, 
and the living fiery Water is more attenuated. 

But now when three are made one in the 
Form of a congealed Subliance, then it hath 
in it a true Tindure, which can end ure the 
Violence of the Fire. Therefore when the 
Body is fo tinged, it can tinge another, and 
it hath in it felf all Tindrure and Virtue. 

And from hence all they who tinge with 
Sol 
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it is not neceflary, that our Stone or Gumm 
lofe its firft Mercurial Nature m theSublima- 

tion of its crude and firft Spirit : for theOyl 

and Gumm pertaining to this Stone are no- 
thing elfe, then the Elements themlelves 
Mercurialized, and made equal together, (hut 

up and coagulated, refoluble and living re- 
tained or bound in the vifcohty of the Oyly 
Earth, and infeparably mixed. And we 
ought to know that that Gum or Oyl is fim 
drawn out of the Bodys, which being ad- 
deck it is reduced into a Spirit, until the lu- 
perfluous humidity of the Water be turned 
into Air, drawing one Element out of ano- 
ther bydigeftion until the Form of Water 
be converted into the Nature of Oyl, and 
fo our Stone in the end gcttctlV the Name ot 

Gumm and Sulphur. ' _ 

But whofoever hath brought the Stone 
thus far, that it appear like a mixing Gumm, 
and fuffeteth it felf to be mixed with all im- 
perfect Bodies, he verily hath found a great 
Secret of Nature, becaufe that is a perfect 
Stone, Gum and. Sulphur. 
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This Stone jhen is compounded of a Body o 
and Spirit, or of a volatile and fixed Sub- t 
fiance, and that is therefore done, becaufc 
nothing in the World can be generated and 
brought to light without thefe two Subftan- 
ces, to wit, a Male and Female : From 
whence it appeaiech, that although thefe 
two Subfiances are not of one and the fame 
fpecies, yet one Stone doth thence arife, 
and although they appear and are faid to be 
twoSubltances, yetin truth it is but one, to 
wit, Argent •vive. But of this Argent vivt a 
certain part is fixed anddigefied, Mafculine, J&Ll r* 
hot, dry, and fecretly informing : But the 
other which is the Female, is Volatile, crude, 
cold and moyft • and from thefe two Sub- fxvrl * 
fiances the whole may eaiily be known, and 
the whole Stone intitely undeifiood. Where- 
fore if our Stone did only conlrfi ofone Sub- 
fiance, in it there could be no Adtion and 
paffion of one thing towards the other for 
one would neither touch nor con e nigh or 
enter into the other : As a Stone and piece 
of Wood have no Operation on each other, 
tince they do confifi of a different matter, 
and hence they can by no means, no not in 
the leaft be mixed together, and there is th£ 
fame rcafon for all things that differ in mat- 
ten Wherefore it is evident and certain that 
it fhould beneceffary for the Agent and Pati- 
ent 
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cnt to be of one and the fame Genus } but of a 
different fpecies, even as a mandiffereth from 
a Woman. For although they agree in one 
and the fame Genus, yet neverthelefs they 
have diverfe Operations and Qualities, even 
as the Matter and Form. For the Matter 
fuffereth, and the Form a&eth ailimulating 
the Matter to it felf, and according to this 
manner the Matter naturally thirfteth after a 
Form, as a Woman dehreth an Husband, 
and a Vile thing a precious one, and an im- 
pure a pure one, fo alfo Argent vive cove- 
teth a Sulphur, as that which (hould make 
perfect which is imperfeCl .* So alfo a Body 
freely deiireth a Spirit, whereby it may at 
length arrive at its perfection. Therefore 
Learn thou the Natural Roots, and thofe 
that are better, with which thou oughteft 
to reduce thy Matter, whereby thou mayft 
perfect thy work. For this blefled Stone 
hath in it all things neceffary to its perfe- 
ction. 


7be YraUtick of the Jame Author . 

If we well confider the Words of Morie- 
nuf that great Philofopher in Alcbhny , 
who faith, Mix together Water, Earth* 
Air, and Fire in a due weight, without 
doubt thou wilt obtain all the Secrets of 
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this Divine Science. And firft, when h e 
faith, put into the Water, or putrifie the 
Earth in Water, this fignifieth nothing elfe, 
then the Extra&ion of Water out of Earth, * .«'■•' 1 
and the pouring of Water upon the Earth, 
fo long until the Earth pufrifie and be clean- 
fed, othertpife it would not bring forth its 
Fruit. Secondly when he faith, mix Water 
and Air, it’s no mqre then if he fhould have 
faid, mix Water now prepared with Air 
diffolved, or joyn and mix together dif- 
folved Air with Water. Judge ye your 
felves : For you know that Air is warm 
and moyft, and ye have the faying of Mo- 
rienus concerning the diffoludon of Air, 

Earth, Fire and Water. Some when they 
fpeak of Diffolution, fay that the Solution 
of the Fire is better, becaufe whatlbever 
is diffolved in the Fire, that floweth in the 
Air. And Note that the Fire of the Phi- 
lofophers is nothing elfe then the Air dif- 
folved and congealed. This you may better 
comprehend from fimilitude, and fuppofe that 
firft you have Air diffolved and congealed, to 
which add Fire. The Earth ought to be firft 
prepared, and the Fire diffolved, before they 
are mixed. 

For the Earth together with the Fire 
ought to be put into a fit Veffel, and after ■< U 
is to be introduced the inextinguiihable 
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Fire of Nature, which when it defcendeth 
upon the Earth, devoureth the whole toge- 
ther with its Gumm, and converteth it intc 
its own Nature. Wherefore if ye coniidei 
well the Sayings and Precepts of the Philofo- 
phers, and underhand their Myftical Sence 
ye (hall come to all the Secrets of the Divine 
Chymick Art. 
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The Anfver of Bernardus 
frcvifanus, to. the Epiftle 
of Thomas of Bononia, 
Thypcian to King Charles 
the Eighth. 

7\tverend Doctor, and Honoured Sir t 

W ith the tender of all 
poHible Refpects and 
Services be pleafcd to 
understand, that I hare received 
your very large and copious Let- 
ter by Mr. Aw dry, together with 
the Stone of your moil fecret 
Work; which truly is a remarka- 
ble argument of your Friendfliip, 
by which the confidence you put 
in me appears manifeft and very 
great, and with how great and 
piercing a .Wit a Ho you arc illu- 
ilrated.

Work mud attend Nature , and 
not Nature follow Work. He then 
that would effeft any thing, mud: 
prepare his mind with the know- - 
ledge of the Natures and eventual 
Accidents of things, and after- 
wards he may (afely put his hands 
to the Work. And indeed I clearly . 
perceive your mind to be highly 
inftrufted in thefe things, by your 
Experiment fet down fully in your 
Epiftle : For as Water which is 
cold and moid, if it be well mixf - 
with Vegetables, a flumes another 
quality, and in decoftion takes to 
* l fu nd puts on it the quality of the 
thing wherewith it is throughly 
m xt ; lo alio Quick-Jil'ver afliimcs 
different natures and qualities -in 
things familiar unto it , and 
throughly mixt with it : as if it be 
joyned to the £«;/, the qualities of 
the Sun • if to the Moon , thofe of 
the Mom ; if to Venus, of Venus : 
and fb in other kinds of Metals. 
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Their kinds therefore ought to be 
decoders therein, and Mercury is 
their Water, in which by a mutual 
alteration it afiumes in a conver- 
tible manner their mutations. And 
this Water contrads unto it felf 
from them a Nature in a refem- 
blance to Vegetables, decoded in 
fimple Water : though thefc kinds 
are not altered in their colour 
outwardly, under the form of flui- 
dity, in refped of the thicknefs of 
the Matter and Earth immerfed in, 
and united proportionably to the 
Water of Mercury j but we find it 
otherwife in other diaphanous hu- I 
midities : For this altered, Nature 
is altered, and its colour outward- 
ly is hid_under the appearance of 
Mercury , and is not man '.fell toj he 
light. And this you at large dif- 
cufs and {hew, how fimple River - 
Water is the firli Matter and nou- 
ri (lament of Vegetables, and con-< 
fequently of all living and fenfi- 
tive Creatures : therefore if any 
of them all be decoded in it, it 
afliimes and puts on it felf the vir- 
tue

tue and propriety of their Nature : 
wherefore being in it felf cold in 
the highefl: degree, yet by means 
of things decoded in in, it works 
in us the e£fe£i of a thing hot in 
the fil'd: degree , that I may ufe 
your words. Moreover, there is 
nothing that nouriflieth more than 
the Broth or deco&ion of good 
Flefh ; and if the Water in which

Eut the way of this de- 
co tfion and folution of Metals, is 
known to very few, and it mani- 
feftly appears : for the caufe of 
this Solution is the moiftnefs of 
Mercury , leilra’ned by the com- 
pa&nefs of an Homogeneal Earth ; 
and contrary wife, the coldnefs of 
the Earth, retrained by a Water 
Eoxcgereal to it felr, the Idomo- 
geneoufnefs of qualities remain- 
ing : So that there is in it a fingle 
drynefsj and double coldnefs, a

fimple moiftnefs, but under a dis- 
proportion of immaturity to the 
anatical proportion of the ripe di- 
gefted Sun. The dilTolver therefore 
differs from the diffolvend in pro- 

portion and digeifion, and not in 
matter : becaufe Nature might 
make this of that, whout any ad- 
ditional mixture, as Nature doth 
worderfully and fimply produce / 
Gold of sjuick’-filver, as you have 
learnedly difeourfed in your Epi- 
ftle. For in Vegetables, the moi- 
fture of fimple Water is taken 
for an intrinlick diffblution, that 
things congealed by Art , might 
diffufe into it their effects - and the 
diffoluticn of things come about 
with the coagulation of Water, 
and the coagulation of Water with 
the difiblution of things, and ron- 
trarywife : and (o it is hkewife in 
the Mineral Water, and things of 
its kind. He therefore that kuev/s 
th e Art and Secret of Diffoh tion, 

hath attained the fecret point of 

A r t , which is to mingle throughly 

tEe Kinds, and out of Naruret :6 
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extras Natures, which are effeclu- 
? ally hid in them. How hath he 
then found the truth, who deftroys 
the moift nature of Quick-fiver l 
as thofe Fools who deform its kind, 
from its Metallick difpofition or 
difiolution, and by diilblving its 
radical moifture, corrupt it, and 
difproportion Quick-fiver from its 
firft Mineral quality, which needs 
nothing but purity. and fimple de- 
coffion. For example , they who 
defile it with Salts, Vitriols, and 
aluminous things, deftroy it, and 
change it into fome other thing, 
than is the nature of Quick fiver: 
For that Seed which Nature by its I 
fagacity and clemency compofed, 
they endeavour to perfect by vio- 
lating and deftroying it, which un- ' 
doubtedly is deifruSive to it, as 
far as concerns the effect of our 
Work. For the Seed in humane 
and fenfitive things, is formed by 
Nature, and not by Art, but it is 
j )yned by Art , and well mixed ; 
but nothing is to be taken from it, 
nor added to it, if the fame fecics 
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mud be renovated by the procrea- 
tion of its own kind : fo the fame 
Matter mud abide and continue, 
that the fame Form may follow, 
which it doth not otherwife. 
Wherefore, excellent Doctor, falfe 
and vain is a ll their duddrine , 
which altereth Mercury , which is 

the Seed, befo re the Metallick fie- 

ties be joyned with it : For if it be 
cTryed up, it difiolves not. What 
then can it do in the folution of 
things of its own Jpecies ? For if it 
be heated beyond its natural dige- 
ftion, it will not caufe nor gene- 
rate in the Metalline Jpecies a Fe- 
vcrifli heat as it were, and will 
impertinently turn cold into hot, 
and paffive into active ; and the 
errour from thence will be incor- 
rigible, and labour loft. Forex- 
ample, Fools draw corroftve Wa- 
ters out of inferiotir Minerals, into 
which they caft the Jpecies of Me- 
tals, and corrode them : For they 
think that they are therefore dif- 
folved with a natural- Solution, 
which Solution truly requires a 
K 3 per- 
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permanency of the diffolver and 
diffolved together, that a new Jpe- 
cies might refult from both the 
Mafculine and Feminine Seed : I 
tell you afluredly, that no Water 
difiblves any Metallic^ fpecicsbj a 
natural" Solution, fa ve tha t which 
abides with them in m atter and . 

•m, a rd w hich j: h e M etals them* I 

felves being djilol ved , can_ recon- 
geal : which thing happens not in 
Aquafortis , but rather is a defile- 
ment of the Compound, that is, of I 
the Body to be difiolved. Neither 
is that Water proper for Solutions 
of Bodies, which abides not with 
them in their Coagulations ; and I 
finally Mercury is of this fort, and i 
not Aquafortis , nor that which 
Fools imagine to be, a lympid and 
diaphanous Mercurial Water ; For; 
if they divide or obftruft the ho- 
mogeneity of Mercury , how can: 
the firft proportion of the Femi- 
nine Seed coniift and be preferved? 
Becaufe Mercury cannot receive 
Congelation with the difiolved Bo-, 
dy, neither will the true land be 
reno- : 
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enovated afterwards in the ad- 
niniftration of the Art, nay buc 
ame other filthy and unprofitable 
hing. Yet thus they think they 
iiffolve, miftaking Nature, but dif- 
blve not : For the Aquafortis being 
bftracled , the Body becometh 
neltable as before, and that Wa- 
er abides not with, nor fubfitls in 
he Body, as its radical moifture. 
The Bodies indeed are corroded. 
Hit not diflolved j and by how 
nuch more they are corroded , 
hey are fo much more eftranged 
'rom a Metallick kind. Thefe So- 
utions therefore are not the foun- 
dation of the Art of Tranfmuta- 
:ion, but the impoffcures rather of 
Sophillical Alchymifts, who think 
hat this Sacred Art is hid in them. 
They fay indeed, that they make 
Solutions, but they cannot make 
perfeft Metallick Jpecies , becaufc 
they do not naturally remain un- 
der the firft proportion or kind, 
which Mercury the Water allows in 
Metallick jpecies. For Mercury is 
corrup ted w ith Met als by way of 
K 4 alte- 
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alteration, not diflipation :_ becaufel 
Bodies difTolved therein are never 

Separated from it, as in Aquafortis 

and other corrolives, but one kind 
puts on and hides another, retain- 
ing it fecretly and perfe&ly : fc 
Sol and Luve difTolved, are fecret- 
ly retained in it. For their nature 
is hid in Mercury , even unto it 
condenfation, of which they lying 
hid are the caufe, in as much a: 
they are latent in it : and as Mer- 
cury diflolves them, and hides then 
in its bell y, fo they alfo congeal it 

and what was hard is mad e fofr 
what was foft^hard f~ and~yet~ th< 
Em37~tKat is, Metals and Quick 
fiver, abide ftill. He therefor* 
who thus diffolves, congeals ra 
ther, and the corrupted Jpecies con 
joyned, receive their old form b;| 
an artificial deco&ion : Notwithi 
landing t his difTolution makesje 
veraf colour s appear,. becaufe th 
Jiecies remain as it were dead, ye 
their intrinfical proportion is per 
manent and entire.

tude of Vegetables, XJnlefs a grain 
of corn fallen on the earth do dye , 
it abides alone ; but if it dye, it 
brings forth much fruit : Therefore 
this alterative corruption hides 
forms, perfe&s natures, keeps pro- 
portions, and changes colours from 
the beginning to the end : For 
when the Water begins to cover 
the Earth, the black colour begins 
to be hid under the white $ when 
the Air covers the Water and the 
.Earth, die citrine colour appears ; 
which .is turned to red, when the 
Fire covers the Air, or the other 
three Elements. And thefe Jail co- 
lours abide hiddenly and intrinii- 
cally, and appear under the Ihcw 
of a white Spirit in liquid Mercury , 
until it be recondenfed in the Pow- 
.der which is in the Bodies : be- 
caufe the Soul lies hid in the Spi- 
rit, as in the condenfation the 
Spirit and the Soul lie hid in the 
Powder or Body. For there is a 
corruption in the things to be al- 
tered, but no difllpation of parts, 
unlefs foine fuperfluous parts be 
K 5 to 
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to be reje&ed as unprofitable for 
generation , whereupon the Artir 
ficer purges his Work, that diger 
ftion may fuccecd better. This is 
manifcft by example in Grain, for 
of two grains of Wheat, if the one 
be caff into good ground, there it 
nutrifies, dies, and lofes its exter- 
nal form, but nothing thereof is 
diffpated, yea in its time it erv- 
creafes into a multiplicity ofFruit, 
and there is indeed made a co^ 


ruption w - ,, -- , 

any diffpation of the matter : But 

if the other grain be call into the| 
Fire, then both matter and form 
are corrupted, and the whole i; 
diffipated , and that corruptior 
is unprofitable for generation 
Wherefore Water diffolv es not Bo 


nly of the form, and not 1 . 


dies, but thole only of its owi 


h ind, and by which it may be con 
denfed : nor can Bodies be at al 
nourifhed to generation, but b 
their like, which can prefer ve tin 
Jpecies deflroycd by that tranfmu 
ting Body, through the artifice c 
the Work ; though Vegetables ar 
nou 
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nouri/hed by things of different 
hinds, yet before they nourifh 
them, they are aftimilated (the 
dilTolution of them being firft 
made) according to the propor- 
tion of the things which fuck and 
draw them to them. It mull be 
noted therefore, that the Solution 
of Metals may be made by diffe- 
rent ways : one, which Fools know, 
as is abovefaid, with Foreign 
things, which abide not with the 
diffolved Metals, which is rather 
to be called a corrolive deilruclion 
and defilement of the Compound. 
The fecond Solution is made by 
the power and force of Fire, which 
is no true Solution, but a melting 
rather of the colligated Elemen- 
tary parts : for the outward heat 
of the Fire, in diflolving the Com-' 
pound, finds out its intrinfical, na- 
tural or native Fire within, which 
internal and proportional Fire 
dwells in the Air, therefore it dif- 
folves the Air it felf. But that dif- 
folved Air refides and dwells in the 
Water, and the Water in the 
Earth, 
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Earth, and the Water it felf dif- 
folves the Earth, fo that it melts 
both the a&ive and pafllve ; but 
this melting is no true Solution, 
yea it is a difllpation, becaufe the 
Elements there being homogene- 
ous to one another, and propor- 
tionably fixed , by digeftion are 
mixr, and one of them educed out 
of the power of another generally : 
And therefore this falls out even 
in pure Bodies, in which the Ele- 
mental natures are fixed. Where- 
fore in them the flame of Fire 
caufeth melting, and diflolves that 
whole Body to fluidity, and not to 
a feparation ; becaufe Fire cannot 
flow, unlefs the Air confubftantial 
to it flow 5 neither doth the Air 
flow, unlefs the Water be diffol- 
ved 5 nor doth the Water flow, un- 
lefs the Earth flow : and contrari- 
wife, as the Earth is diflolved by 
the Warcr, fo on the contrary fide 
the Water retaineth the Air, and 
congealeth it : and in the fame 
manner amending upwards, the 
Air retaineth the Fire in Congela- 
tion, 
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ion, becaufe the more fixt and 
ixing Elements caufe fixation, by 
lfting together on one another; 
i‘s E^rth and Water, and in a coil- 
:rary manner Fire and Air, aft to- 
gether each on other unto Solu* 
tion. But this Solution is called a 
melting of the Compound, and nor 
properly a Solution of it, becaufe 
:he parts feparable from one ano- 
ther in the generation of the Com- 
pound, are not diffolved, as is done 
in the third and truly Philofophich 
Solution, when the Compound is 
difiolved in the manner aforefaid 3 
and yet the parts abide unfepara- 
ted, though feparable ; fo that the 
virtue of the molb digefted Ele- 
ments may be extracted from 
things to be diffolved by the dif- 
folver, that is, Quick- filver , and 
thegroffer parts in fuch a diffolu- 
rion acquire fome latitude of fub- 
tilty, becaufe the Body is turned 
into Spirit, and contrariwife the 
Spirit into Body ; fixed things are 
turned into volatiles, and volatiles 
to fixed. For this Solution is pofli- 
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ble and natural, that is, by Art o\ 
' Nature fubferving' thereto ; and 
this is foie and neeefTary Solution 


in the Work of the Philofopherg, 


which can be done by no other 

thing xinagtuick-aiver oniy, with - 


i 




a prudent proportion : fo as a good 
Artificer knowing tTom within the 
natures ana proportions, ought to 
make the proportion from his firil 
entrance upon the Work. For 
thefe two, Sir," are fufficient for 
this Work, and nothing elfe enters 
it, nor generates and multiplies, 
as wc have faid. Befides, you fay 
that Gold , as moft think, is no- 
thing elfe than Quick-fiver coa- 
gulated naturally by the force of 
Sulphm", yet fo, that nothing of 
the Sulphur which generated the 
Gold, doth remain in the fubftance 
of the Gold : as in an humane Em - 
Iryo, when it is conceived in the 
Womb, there remains nothing of 
the Father’s Seed , according to 
Arifiotlcs opinion, but the Seed of 
the' Man doth only coagulate the 
picnfrud blood of the Woman :j 
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in the fame manner you fav, that 
after Quick-fifoe* i9 fo coagulated, 
the form of Gold is perfected in it, - 
by vir r ueof the Heavenly Bodies* ~ 
and efpccially of the Sun. But by 
your good leave, and w th refpeft 
I mart tell you, we mull not think - 
fo : For being we are Philofophi- 
cally perfwaded, that Gold is no- 
thing but Mercury anatized, that ' 
is, equally digelled in the bowels - 
of a Mineral Earth ; and the Phi- 
lofophers have fgnifed, that this 
very. thing is done by the cental 
of Sulrbttr coagulating the Mer- 
cury, and by reafbn of its opera'* 
tion, that is, from Mercury being . 
d'gefted and thickned by a pro- 
portionate heat. Wherefore we 
mull know, that Gold is- Sulphur 
and Merew y together , that -is, the 
coagulant and he coagulated in * 
one : and nothing added from * 
without thereto, but only a pure ^ 
digeftion or maturation, which y

(which is no other than Air an* 1 
Fire ) depart nor is feparated fror, 
Mercury , which is the fame wit 
Water and Earth. And he is not 
natural Phdofcpher who imagine 
or afferts the contrary : for th 
digeftion of Gold happens and : 
made of the fird: Mercurial propoij 
tion, without any addition mad, 
thereto by Nature under, or A* 
above ground, as is faid. Keith* 
is that repugnant to what we ha\ 
faid, that a pure Sol and clea 
Mercury mult in this Art be cor 

joyned, becaufe this is not done t 

that intent to affirm, that there 

one Sulphur in Sol, a nTa notherj 

Mercury , o r tha t t here is one Me. 

cu ry in fe /j_and another i n Me 
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rwy, but becaufe the digeftion is 
more mature and perfect in Sol, 
than Mercury . And alio in the Sun 
the Sulphur is more mature and 
djgeftcd, and therefore more adive 
than in Mercury : whence thePhi- 
lofophcrs have affirmed Sol to b e 
nothing cite but lick-fiver ma- 

t ured : For in Mercury there are 
only It wo adual Elements, to wit. 
Water and Earth, which are paf- 
ffve • but the act iv e Elem ents, Air 
and Fire , are only potential ly 

therein. But (as it is known) when 

thofe Air and Fire in a pure Mer- 
cury , are deduced from poffibility 
into ad, that is, to a due digeffion 
and proportionable concodion , 
then it becomes Gold. Wherefore 
in Gold there are four Elements 
conjoyned in equal and anatical 
proportion , in which therefore 
there is adually a more ripe and 
adive Sulphur , that is. Air and 
Fire, than in Mercury : Wherefor e 
Gold is by Art diffolved with Mer - 

cury , that the unripe may be hoi - 
pen by the ripe , and. fo Art de- 
coding, 
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coding , and Nature perfecfng, 
the Compofition is ripened by the 
favour of Chriih Whence the caufe 
may be derived, why by the help 
of the Philofo phick Ar t, more per- 
fect, noble, and by many de grees 
more elevated Gold isjpade, fooner f 
an£jn je{s time, than by the work I 
of Nature? HBecaufe Nature joth 

a 61 and work this by boyling and 
digesting Mercury alone in the 
bowels of the Earth ; without any < 
afliflant : which cannot be brought 
on to the due proportion of Gold, 1 
or any other Metal, in a little 
time. But our Art helps the work | 
of Nature, by mingl ng with Mer- 
cury r ; pe Gold, in which is a Sul- 
phur excellently d ; gefted , and. 
therefore maturing and quickly I 
digefting Mercury it felf, to the 
anatick proportion of Gold , by 
fubtilizing its Elements : where- 
upon there follows by Art a won- 
derful abbreviation of this natu- 
ral Work. Wherefore, my Do£tor, 

I return to. the former points • we 
muft not imagine, according to 
their 
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their mi flake, who lay, that the 
Male Agent himfelf approaches 
the Female in the coagulation, and 
departs afterwards; becaufe, as is 
known in every generation, the 
conception is a£tive~and paihvc : 

Both the adive and paffive,that is, 

all the four Elements, inuft always 
abide together , otherwife there 
would be no mixture, and the hope 
of generating an off-fpring would 
be extinguifhed. For in every 
man, the Mafculine Seed to the 
end of his life is called in h'm the 
Agent, when it is firft mingled 
with the Feminine ; and whether 
it be fhed out, or confumcd in 
him. Nature for its fake doth ve- 
getate, and is wonderfully increa- 
fed and nourifhed, and makes to 
it felf in the fame mans loins the 
like fpecifick Seed. The like is to 
be judged of the Feminine Seed in 
the Women ; wherefore both thefe 
Seeds abide always, and are to be 
efteemed for original Agents, and 
hrft Patients. Yet there is a va- 
rious or different nativity or gene- 
ration 
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ration of Mixts and Vegetables': 
For they are called Simple Mixts, 
which grow under ground, out off 
our fight, or about the furface I 
thereof, by the commixture of the 
Elements alone compounded one 
with another : or from their frit ( 
Solution ; becaufe they grow not 
as Vegetables, but how much fo- 
ever of matter was compact and 
mixt in them,fo much of their frit 
weight is referved in the fame 
Compounds. For example fake : I 
how much foever at frit a mafs of 
fome Mercurial fubftan- e doth 
weigh in its Mineral diipofition ini 
the bowels of the Earth, fo much 
weight of Gold will abide digefled 
therefrom : and th ^Scoria and 
Tacts rejected from it, will rather 
be dimindhed than multiplied, be- 
caufe they receive nonourifhment. 
But there are manifold degrees of’ 
this frit and fimple natural mix- 
ture : The frit is, the naked con- 
cretion and compofition of the 
four Elements, and that imme- 
diate, m wliich there is not yet any 
change 
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change made, or exaltation of one 
Element into another : but a lim- 
ple union of a fymbobz ng compo- 
fition of them, perfevering and 
abid.ng ; of which fort Stones are. 
The iecor.d degree follows upon 
the frit, becaufe from the afore- 
faid Stones, Minerals (about which 
wedifcourfe) are generated, and 
the more noble fubterraneous Jpe- 
cies emerge and arife from hence : 
becaufe i i ihefe begin the aftion 
of Elements , and their mutual 
tranfin.. ration, though their aflion 
is not m fo great vivacity and 
virtue as in Vegetable^ and Senfi- 
tircs, bccaufe they have neither 
growth nor fen e , as we have 
laid before. The th'rd degree is 
that which co rprehends trecions 
Stones and Gems, becaufe »n them 
is found, a \ erfedt and cor^pleat 
action, from me virtue of the Ele- 
ments compacted and aftitig mu- 
tually, as I have declared more 
largely in my Phihfophy : where 
I have perfpicuoully mamfellcd 
this third degree, together with 
tae 
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the fecond, to be a mean betwix 
the firffc and fecond compofition 01 
Natural things. Then another na, 
tivity or generation is that whicl 
is not accounted to be of Simpl 
Mixts, but Compound Vegetables 
which are truly divifible into fou 
kinds, or ClalTes, as I have di. 
courfed more largely in my othe 
Book which I fent you. For ther 
are Vegetables , but Senfitive 
more efpecially, which for thj 
tnofl part beget their like, by th 
Seeds of the Male and Female fc 
the mofl part concurring an 
commixt by copulation ; whicl * 
work of Nature the Philofophic 
Art imitates in the generation <] 
Gold. No man can artificial! j 
perfect any humane Seed, but \v 
can by Art difpofe a man to a pr< ( 
du 6 live generation of his like 
For the vital Seeds are only dig* 
{led in a vegetable manner by N* t 
ture, in the loins of both Parent!! 
but we can by coition mix tl 
Parents Seeds in natural Vefiel* 
which copulation' is as it were z 

Al 
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Art difpofing and mingling thofe 
natural Seeds, to the begetting of 
Man. For example fakej the Seed 
of the Man, as. more ripe, perfeft 
and aftive, is by this artifice 
joyned with the Seed of the Wo- 
man, more immature and in a fort 
paflive 5 which Seed of the Man* 
becaufe it aflually contains in ic 
the working Elements, to wit, the 
Air and Fire, is therefore more 
ripe and active for digeftion. But 
the Female Seed doth more actu- 
ally contain the undigefted and 
paflive Elements, and whi ; :h there- 
fore are to be digefted, as the 
Earth and Water, which being 
lhed out and mi gled together ia 
the natural VefTels of the Female, 
no Foreign thing bemg added 
thereto, ( but the external heat of 
the Woman exciting and helping 
the proportionable inward heat of 
the Mans Seed ) the active Ele- 
ments of the Mans Seed, digeft 
and ripen the Feminine Seed, and 
tb'« • j. Man - generated, com- 
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Nature. So it is in our Philofo- 
phick Art, which is like this pro- 
creation of Man • for as in Mercury 
(of which Gold is by Nature ge- 
nerated in Mineral Veflels) a na 
tural conjunction is made of botl 
the Seeds, Male and Female, fo b] 
our artifice, an artificial and lik* 
conjunction is made of Agents an< 
Patient3. For the adiive Element 
which obtain the name of th 
Mafculine Seed, arc naturally con 
joyned with the paffive Elements 
which are as it were the Feminin 
Seed ; but herein the due naturs 
proportion is always to be obfer 
ved. Now this firft Mercurial d; 
geftion is called Conjunction, i 
which the aCt rifeth out of th 
pofiibility , that is, the Ma fail id 
from the Feminine, namely the A : 
and Fire, from the Earth and W; 
ter, by means of a pure digeftic 
and fubtilization of them. Bi 
the Philofophers and ingenious A: 
tificers imitating Nature, befid< 
this natural digeftion of the Sect 
in Mercury , hav e by a moll fubt 
invei 
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invention made another conjun- 
ction and digeftion , whence they 
have not generated fimple Gold 
only, but fome other far more no- 
ble and perfeCt thing. For they 
commanded Gold ( in which the 
Elements are more aCtive) as the 
Male Seed, to be jovned with Mer- 
cury , ( in which the pafllve Ele- 
ments are exigent ) that it might 
be duly difiolved , excluding alF' 
Foreign things, fa ve that they ufed 
an outward heat, which by help- - 
ingdoth excite the internal natu- 
ral heat of Gold, to digelb a&ively 
and ripen Mercury. And lb as a 
Man is generate by Nature, fo 
Gold by Art : Although notwith- 
ftanding their Sperm and Seed ■ 
cannot be generated by Art, be- 
caufe Art knows not proportion of 
the mixture neceflary to pro- 
create Seed 5 and in Man it knows 
neither compofition, nor mixtion 
or firft proportion,. nor the caufcs 
of fubterraneous things, which flow 
out from the Earth, where is the 
proper and natural place of their 
L 2. gene^ 
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generation. But thofe Seeds pro- 
duccd by Nature are artificially 
conjoyned, that out of them in 2. 
way of compofition, that which i* 
to be generated may be produced 
in which both the Seeds abide to- 
gether well mingled , althougl 
Mrijiotle, as you write, feem t< 
think otherwife. Wherefore th 
Mafculine Seed of Mercury , or ou 
Sulphury goes not away after coa 
gulation , as fome falfiy affirm 
and that this falls out in Mercnrjk 
by the force of the Sun efpecially 
and that by its heat chiefly th 
form of Gold is perfected, as fom] 
think in fubterraneous places 
Yea rather by the force of the mc» 
tion of its Globe, or of its Ort 
and of the whole Heaven univei 
Tally, becaufe the Solar Rays d 
• only heat the furface of the Eartl 
ard not inwardly thofe its dee 
places, in which the generation <j 
feveral kinds of Metals is brougL^ 
about ; and neither do the infh 
ences of Heaven, brought down t 
the Rays, reach unto thofe Jowe' 
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moft parts, although the fubterra- 
neous motion of the Elements pro- 
ceed firft from the motion of the 
Heavens, and not from its Rays of 
light, nor from their heat, nor 
other influence fave motion : but 
how this comes about, and what 
is the caufe of this motion of fub- 
terraneous things, I believe your 
Reverence is not ignorant, and 
therefore I forbear it at prefent. 
Therefore the Sun is not the prin- 
j cipal caufe of Gold, or of its form, 
though there be a refemblance in 
names betwixt them ; becaufe as 
the Sun is hotter than the reft of 
the Planets, fo Gold is hotter than 
any of the Metals , with the like 
difference of proprieties. The reft 
of the Plan.ers alfo have obtained 
like names, whence this errour of 
Fools doth arife : For they believe 
that every one of the feven Pla- 
nets, generally and fpecially by its 
influence doth beget one {pedal 
kind of Metal, whereunto by a cer- 
tain propriety it agrees, and is in 
its nature refembled. But it hap- 
L 5 pens

Pens otherwife in fubtcrraneous 
r hings , than in Vegetables , in 
which Heaven or the Sun is the 
caufe of their generation or aug- 
mentation, not only by its motion, 
but alfo by reafon of the heat of 
its Rays : For the Sun heats the 
Vegetables themfelves , and the 
fuperficies of the Earth, the Ele- . 
ments being very ftrongly re- 
flefted by its Rays to the furface 
of the Earth, becaufe that its Rays 
can proceed fo far. To inftancc : 
for that from the twelfth Heaven 
which obtains the utmoft degree 
of height, proceeding to defeend 
lower, there follow always thicker 
or lefs fubtle Orbs, till you come 
to the concave of the Orb of the 
Moon, where alterable things have 
their place, or the mixt Elements 
begin, and are terminated under 
the Hemifphere of things genera- 
te and corruptible. And therefore 
the more fubtle and fimple Fire is 
there found, though not altoge- 
ther pure : bccaufe a fimple pure 
Fire cannot be found apart amongft 
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the alterable forts of things, nor 
any one of the other Elements, 
albeit in every Compound thing 
fimple Fire may be found, mixed 
with other fimple Elements, elfe 
there would not be many Elements, 
but one only. Therefore the Rays 
of the Stars of Heaven, of the Sun 
efpecially, pafs through the fore- 
laid Regions unrefra&ed , until 
they defeending farther down- 
wards, are reflected in the Fire by* 
reafon of its thicknefs; afterwards 
defeending farther through the 
Sphere of the Fire, they by mo- 
ving it reflefl the Fire it felf into 
the Air which is thicker. And in 
like manner the Rays proceeding 
perpendicularly to lower things, 
through the Sphere of Air, into 
the Water thicker than the Air, 
from which they are refle&ed back 
into the Air. And fo after its man- 
ner they are refle&ed back by the 
Water moved by them, which alfo 
is much better perceived in the 
Earth, with its thicknefs above 
-other Elements. By this decoflion 
L 4 and 
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and reflection the Elements are 
moved invifibly, though not un- 
perceivably : becaufe we perceive 
heat by the motion of the Hea- 
vens, and it is always reflected j 
from the fuperiour and fubtler 
Element, into the inferiour and 
thicker, unto the furface of the 
Earth, by means of the Rays of the 
Stars defeending perpendicularly 
from aloft to the lowefl things $ 
and things thus refle£ted being 
moved, and by the Rays of the 
Sun refle&ed , accidental heat is 
produced in the medium, though 
iometimes by the Rays of other 
Stars, other qualities are produced 
here below, as drynefs and cold- 
nefs, as is manifefl in Aflronomyj 
not that the Rays are in them- 
felves hot, but that they are the 
caufe of heat in fuch manner as 
wc have faid. Now that thefe 
things are true, is manifeftly 
known from Aftronomy and Per- 
fpe£tive, whence it is underflood 
how generations happen in Vege- 
tates ar.d Scnfitives, thus much 
there-

therefore may fuflice. But vain 
Atfrologers have other conceits", 
and think that the influences of 
Heaven are from the virtue of its 
a£Hvity, and not from the virtue 
of its motion ; which is falfe, be- 
caufethe Rays of Heaven produce 
or effcEt nothing in the fuperiour 
Orbs. For fuch Rays cannot be 
reflected on the aforefaid Orbs, 
nor be mixed with them, as they 
are reflcflcd in the Elements and 
mingled with them, not by compo- 
fition, but by a moving reflexion 
and mixture of the fame Elements, 
as hath been faid : but in the fu- 
perceleflials there is no capacity 
to receive new qualities, or Fo- 
reign imprefflon, although the 
Rays thcmfelves produce wonder- 
ful qualities in the Elements, mo- 
ved by their reflexion. Where- 
fore, my Do&or, the Sun in par- 
ticular is not the caufe of the ge- 
neration of Gold, nor yet is it by 
means of its heat the caufe of Ve- 
getables either above the Earth, 
or of Mixts about its fuperheies, 
L s which 
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which namely we know to be* 
heated by the Rays of the Sun, as 
we have faid, which is alfo agree- 
able to Aflronomy. But the know- 
ledge of tbefe things , need not 
any longer difputation, wherefore 
I pafs on to what remains 5 for if 
you apply your mind to thofe 
things which we have faid , you 
will underfland and you will End 
it true, that by the activity of $?jt 
yhur digefling and coagulating 
kfwrM- y, its form from Gold js || 
•Spec ially perfefted : but yet you 
rnult not think that from any other 
Metal, or any Star, this may be 
done, as you have written in your 
Epiftle. That which we have faid, 
is alfo to be under flood of other 
Metals, in their kind and manner • 
but with difference, becaufe in 
other Metals there is a double Sul- 
phur : One which is fuperfluous, r 
and may be feparated, the form of 
the Metal flill remaining : Ano- 
ther Sulphur is an effential part 
of the Metal, but united to its 
giikk-fifaer, and not feparable, fo 
that 
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that the form of the Metal conti- 
nues : yet that imperfeS and Sul- 
phureous Metal may be perfefled 
by a Medicine corrupting the form 

o f that Metal , and introducing 

a nother. But what we are to think 

of the duplicity of this Sulphur , 
which you aflert in this Philofc- 
phick Art, I pray you, my re- 
nowned Do&or, without violating 
'the Law of our Friendfhip, or 
your Authority, that you would be 
pleafed to conlider. This duplicity 
of Sulphur is not {b diftinft in 
Mercury coagulated into divers 
Metals, that one of them fhould 
intrinftcally and efientially apper- 
tain to the generation of the Me- 
tal, and be efteemed an eflentiai 
part thereof, and the other 
aferibed to corruption, feut there 
is in every Met a Hick Jpecies, equal- 
ly as in Gold and Silver, a fimple 
and (ingle Sulphur • which is ter- 
med Quick-Jilver , from the firft 
Mercurial com portion , as hath 
been declared in the generation 
of Gold : Beeaufe Sulphur and

Quick Ji Iruer are nothing elfe but 
the four Elements in Mercury it 
felf, fo or fo proportionally dif- 
pofed, as this or that Metallic^ 1| 
Jpecies requireth. But that which 
is reputed a fecond Sulphur , and 

to be rejected, is a certain Scoria 

and feculent part in the Metals^ 

contracted in the coagulation of 

the Mercury ; or a certain fuper - 
fluity, which being unclean and 

impure , would not in the dige - 
ftion of the Mercury . endure a, 

congelation to the form of a Mer | 
taT: becaufe it\vas~ not of an ho- 

mogeneal and proportionable Na- 
ture of Mercury , apt to be congea- 
led and digefted into a Metal. But 
fome Philofophers have called this 
Scoria, a combuftible Sulphur, be^ 
caufe it cannot fubfilt, but vanifhr 
eth in the telling of Metals, or is 
feparated from them into Fseces. 
And here I may bring this exam- 
ple : thebloud in Senfitives, and 
fap in Vegetables, in their coagu- 
lation have feveral and different 
offices $ becaufe fome parts of the 
bloud 
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•loud have a conformity unto 
‘Jefh, and therefore may be coa- 
ulatcd and turned into Fie fli, and 
etainthe uniform nature of Flefh, 
nd obtain the name of Flefh. But 
>me parts thereof reading in the 
ores , are of a fuperfluous hu 3 - 
lour, which can in no wife be 
onverted into folid *Fle(h , and 
herefore are ejected by Sweat and 
Iedicines, and feparated from the 
rue Flefh. But in the Sanguine 
omplexion there arc many fewer 
Jperfluities, than in others : So we 
lay conclude by way of refeni- 
lance , that it is in Gold and 
ther kinds of Metals j that the 
urer or im purer Mercury , in its 
rft coagulation, contained or con- 
ra&ed more or lefs fupe rfl ui ties, 
r natural impurities. Wherefore 
he difference is made in the coa- 
ulation of Mercury , which fpeci- 
es and caufes divers Metals ; and 
hatever Mercury there is in any 
>rt of Metal, is termed incombti- 
ible, and infeparably permanent, 
lough in fixed Bodies it is made 
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volatile by Art, yet by Nature it 
remains infeparablc in an Elemen- 
v tal proportion. But what drofs (o« 
ever was eontrafted in the Mer- 
cury, and mixed with it from the 
l beginning, (that is, in the conge- 
’■ lation of Mercury in its £rft com- 
polition, by heat digefting it to a 
Me tal lick krnd ; and therefore it is 
by the tell taken away from the 
Mercury , that is, the homogeneous 
Mercurial nature, and feparated 
from the Metallick kind as rejefta- 
neous and heterogeneal ) this is 
snot property called a Sulphur , but 
a drofs and certain fuperfluity : 
becaufe Sulphur is nothing elfe but 
a pure aft of Air" and Fire, warm- 

ing and digefting, or decoding 
r theEarth and Water in Mercury ^ 

proportionable and homogeneous | 
unto it. But the drofs is that 

\ which in the firft compofition was 
;-not pertinent* unto the nature of 
Mercury , nor had a proportion to 
any Metallick kind in the compo- 
fition and digeftion of the firft 
Elements in Mercury . From thefe 
things 
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things it is known, that there are- 
not in other forts ot Metals any 
diftinft or more Sulphurs , than are 
in Gold and Silver, but one only 
and Ample Sulphur ; though there - 
are in them more and greater fu- - 
' perfiuities, than are in Gold. From » 
hence the truth of your faying is ' 
known, that Gold, of all Metals, , 
cleaves moll unto Mercury.’ Now 
this comes to pafs by reafcn of the 
purity of both, becaufe in them is 
lefs drofs, dregs, -or fupcrfluity,- » 
than in others : For every tiling : 
doth naturally defire , by a 
tlirough mixture and union, to be 
joyned to a thing of like nature to * 
it, and proportionable in homo- 
geneity, rather than with a thing ' 
unequal and unlike to ir, as we - 
-know; like as Water very eafi- - 
ly and without contradi&ion is 
quickly joyned to another Water, , 
with an identative and uniting ' 
mixture. Now in Gold there is nor- 
thing but Mercury, therefore being : 
there is in it little drofs, ( which » 
is not of a Mercurial nature, as w« - 
bav*-e 
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have (hewed ) there is therein no 
great reliftance, but that a pure 
Manny may more eafily adhere to 
Gold and Silver, than to other 
Metals, in which many fuperflui- 
ries and drofs do forbid and hin- 
der other Metals, or their con- 
gealed Mercury, any contaft, or 
through mingling with crude Mer- 
cury. For thole fuperfluities, as we 
have already faid, are not of the. 
hrft compcfition of Mercury, nor of 
the fame natural or proportional 
homogeneity: and if happily they 
be of its compolition, yet they are 
^not of its proportion 5 for what- 
ever is of any things proportion, 
is not fuperfluous. Wherefore they 
.cannot be infeparably throughly 
mingled, neither with Mercury so 
be coagulated by Art , nor with 
Mercury coagulated, which in the 
nature of its Mineralnefs is joyned 
with them in the fame hind of 
Metal • being fuch drols is com- 
budible by Fire, and therefore fe- 
parablc. What wonder is it then 
if in thofe. Metals to which they 
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are accidentally fuperadded, they 
hinder their natural commixtion, 
and permanent union with coagu- * 
lated Mercury , or other crude Mer- 
cury ? For this Yery caufe Gold it 
felf, though never fo pure, can far 
more difficultly abide with , be 
joyned and adhere to an unclean 
and droffie Mercury, coagulated or 
not coagulated, than with a pure 
and clean one. Becaufe a fimplc 
Nature doth rejoyce in the focicty 
of, and is perfcfled by a fimple 
Nature, that is like to it, and fame 
with it in its firft homogeneity and 
Elemental proportion : but Gold, 
as hath been {aid, is nothing eife 
but Mercury thickned by its pro- 
per digeftion, and Elemental a&i- 
on : therefore albeit in the Earth 
there be a difference betwixt Gold 
and Mercury in ripenefs, (becaufe 
Gold is more ripe than Mercury) 
yet there is no diverfity in their 
Matter. Therefore whatfoever Gold 
hath acquired by the digeftion it 
hath unto maturity. Mercury may 
acquire the fame without any ex* 
trancous 
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traneous thing. But Art to bre- 
viate and contratt the Work, joy ns 
Gold with Mercury , as is faid, and 
out of two Sperms it makes and 
generates artificially that fame 
thing, which Nature doth create 
in the Mines of one a£lual Seed, 
the identity of the Matter being 
always everywhere obferved, but 
not the fame a&ite power. And 
therefore as nothing extraneous to 
its Nature, doth enter this Work 
in its firft compofition, fo neither 
doth any thing multiply it, which 
is not of the larft temperament 
thereof. Wherefore {bme men 
think falfiy, that the Philofophers 
Stone may be compofed of divers 
things, or of all things, and be 
nouriflied by them, inftead of the 
aforefaid Sperms, notwithfianding 
divers names have been impofed 
on them. Neither doth this Philo- 
fophick Work eat any thing, or 
convert it into its owji Nature, 
which is extraneous , becaufe it 
doth not vegetate. Wherefore 
though there be in thefaidJ Philo;

‘fonts : For this Stone, as all Mi- - 
erals, h of the aforefaid firfi, 
nd not of the fecond, or any fii- 
eriour intention or impofition.

state. For in them the Elements 
>y many tranfmutations, and by 
>eing oftner alterated, are more 
iibtle 5 wherefore they are more 
(dive and perfeS:, though they are 
iot more durable and permanent 
n their permixtion, becaufe the 
i ’dements in them are not of a 
ixt, but diffolvable compofition; 
vherefore they take in their nou- 
ifliment vegetably. But our Stone, 

* alfo all the Minerals, is of the 
ird impofition $ becaufe it vege- 
ates not, nor is vegetably nou- 
ifhed, but nourishment befalls it 
rather by appofition of a nourilh- 
ment 
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•ment of a like nature to it, and 
not by vegetation. For example 
fake : becaufe, as is manifeft by 
experience, out of a Feminine Seed, 
to wit, out of Mercury put to it 
unitively, infenfibly and by way 
of compofition this Philolbpheri 
Stone is nourifhed, but by mean; 
of a digeftive heat. For it take? 
and aflfimilates its like unto it felf 
to be multiplied by way of appor- 
tion, and not vegetably- where- 
fore it becomes weightier in quan- 
tity, and more aftive and perfef 
in quality : neither doth Fire qi 
heat multipl yjhi s our Stone, as it : 
due nourifhment, be cauj e it is noi 
_of its firft compofiti on, but hear, 
it by an extrinfical ac cident : Fo: 
how can Flame or^remultiplj 

the Stone it felf, or make itofT 

felf more weighty, when it cann o 

’He3xHH5Tand_ pe rman ently min 
glcd jyith it, nor is not~ of itsnr? j 
compofition or form ? Nothing 
therefore nourishes and multiplied 
the faid Stone, to the generatior 
ef the fame form, except the Femi- 
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ine Seed , which nourifheth it by 
aeans of heir, and noufifhes it 
ot vegetably , but by way of 

ppofition and commixtion . He 

herefore who thus multiplieiTand 

ouriftieth it, fhall not eric, be- 

auf? this multiplier and nou - 

ifher is turned into the fame kind. 

^ man may indeed increafe the 

itone and its weight by extra- 
leous things ; but this muiV be 
lone out of its natural hind , not 
•onveftible into it : For that 
veight would be made befides Na- 
ure, that is, not into the fame 
fecies, nor into the unity of one 
fecies, yea it would be an aggre- 
gation of divers kinds, and an ac- 
ridental compohtion, which might 
^e feparated by the Teft. But 
ivlicn the Philofopbers faid, that 
:he Stone might be made of every 
thing , truly they underload it 
not, ( as fome perverlly interpret 
them ) that the Stone might be 
made of divers things, unlike unto 
it both in kind and nature j or, 
which is more abfurd , that it 
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might he multiplied by a Flame 
miniftr ed to it from without : for 
this rcafon cfpecially, becaufe Fire 
and its Flame may by a certain 
produ&ion arife out of every 
thing : Now the refutation of this 
opinion is manifelt from what hath 
been faid before. But when the 
Philofophers fay, that the Stone is 
made of every thing, they mean, 
that it is made of the four Ele- 
ments proportionally equalised to 
one another by a due and natural 
digeftion $ out of which four Ele- 
ments every thing that is gene- 
rate and corruptible is made. 
Therefore by this fimilitude th.e 
Philofophers fay our Stone is made 
out of every thing, .that is, out of ’ 
every Element j becaufe if any one 
of them were mortified or- de- 
ftroyed, the whole proportion of 
the Golden Nature would perifh*, 
and its kind : and every thing in 
whatfoever latitude, and fort of al- 
terables , is generated out of the 
four Elements either actually, or 
potentially roixt : yet it cannot be 
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properly faid of every producible 
thing, but of our Golden Stone, 
and other things equally mixt,that 
they are made out of every thing: . 
for this rcalbn efpecially, becaufe 
in thole things which are notp>ro-~ 
duced-by an equal, but by an ad- 
equate proportion of the Elements, 
all the Elements are not affually 
exigent, but in their adequate 
afiivity and paflion : for fome of 
the Elements are therein either in 
an a&ive or pafliYe power, and the 
reft are therein afhially. But in 
the Philofophers Stone, which is 
Geld, being it is an uniform Work 
of Nature, all the four Elements 
a£live and pafijve are a&ually 
therein , and permanent in an 
equal proportion. For the Eflence 
or Nature of Gold, is nothing elfe 
but the four Elements equally 
mixed ; not that their form and 
matter may be faid to be therein 
equal, but their paftive and affive 
power j that is, they are each alike 
and equal not in quantity, but in 
quality ; becaufe that the aftive 
doth 
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doth not exceed the paflive in its 
acting ; nor on the other fide, the 
paflive doth not exceed the adive 
by fuffering more : becaufe there 
is an equal proportion as to mea- 
sure in our Gold, or in our Medi- 
cine, double hot, double moift, 
double cold, double dry, and all 
thefe are actually therein , by 
a&ual adion and paflion j that is. 
Fire, Air, Water, and Earth, as we 
have faid before. And all thele are 
faid to be alike, and equal in qua-, 
lity, not quantity, becaufe they 
are equal in a&ives and paflives j 
and they are therefore durably 
permanent in Gold, becaufe the 
paflive in it confifcs permanently 
in its aftive, and on the other part 
the paflive rifes not up again# the 
a&ive. And they ought not to be 
alike in quant. ty $ that is, there 
ought nor be {a much matter of 
Fire, as there is matter of Earth 
becaufe then the Fire by reaion :f 
its quail cy, would be cvervwiiejB 
cf an inequal :Ut : \ily " , ^ 1 lti> 
pali/e Earth, an l of a far greaterj 
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Vherefore there is in Gold, as to 
:sr matter, bat not as to its qua- 
iry , much more of the heavier 
nd more paflive Element, than of 
lie lighter and more aftive ; that 
s, more in quantity : there is in 
: a greater quantity of Earth, 
han Water j a greater quantity 
■f Water, than Air $ a greater of 
lir, than Fire: wherefore it is the 
.eavieft of all Metals. But in this 
aiequal proportion of quantity, 
here is an equal and like propor- 
ion of quality, of hot, dry, moift, 
nd cold, becaufe each of thefe is 
1 Gold, as hath been faid. The 
aufe of which weight is the per- 
aanency of the folidity of the 
’.arthand Water, and the folution 
f an homogeneous Water with 
he Earth, becaufe Water'd ifiolvcs 
n homogeneous Earth. Alfo their 
ntrinfical thorow m xture in their 
ery lead: particles, is the caufc of 
he weighty be 'aufe the Water 
s v/eh m Cold, as Q^.k-fluer y 
titters n->: r.hc Earth to have any 
JOrej n it : vLkh is uherw/e in 
M vther 
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other Metals, in which pores are 
infenfibly made in their congela- 
tion, becaufe of the drofs mingled 
in thofe Metals all over, reeded ; 
by the Mercurial nature and hete- 
rogeneous : whereupon their light- 
riefs rcfults, which is nothing elfc 
but want df matter, and porouf- 
neG of the fame, as weight is no- 
thing elfe but a folid addition of 
matter. Wherefore if there were 
in an equal commenfurative quan- 
tity, fo much of the folid matter 
of Fire, as there is of the marter 
of Earth, Fire would be as weighty 
as Earth. But the caufe of the 
weight of Saturn, is. its immature 
congelation, becaufe it doth not 
yet reje£t the drofs of its parts, 
whence pores are made in it j but 
the pure and impure abide tnrough 
mixt together in it everywhere, 
as in the firft crude Quick-filver, 
in wh'ch the infpihation and coa- 
gulation is weak , for tnat caufe 
Sa turn or Lead retains the weight 
of its Quick’fiher, not becaufe of 
the purity of its folid matter, but 
becaufe 
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becaufe of its immature coagula- 
tion or co£lion. Wherefore if in 
this Work yon would not deftroy 
the Fire and Air, you muft p re- 
fer ve in a diftinfi: and like propor- 
tion the heat of the Compound : 
But if you would not deftroy the 
Air and the Water, then in the 
fame Compound you muft cherifh 
the humid : fo in the fame man- 
ner you may preferve the Water 
and Earth, or the Earth and the 
Fire, in the fa id Work, by prefer- 
ring rightly, and by the artifice 
of the Philolbphick skill, both the 
cold and dry : becaufe if you de- 
ftroy any or.c f them, the propor- 
tionable fore*, and kind of Gold is 
loft. For this caufe the Philofb- 
phers fay, our Gold is made of 
every thing, that is, of every Ele- 
ment , every Element berng m- 
trinfcally prefer ved in it , and 
a&ually compounding it : where- 
fore a*l the Elements are intrinfi- 
cally in a£fc or power, the princi- 
ples of all compounded alterable 
things, and for thar caufe are faid 
M 2. to 
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to be all things. Furthermore, my 
Reverend Doctor, for your credits 
fake, you mud underftand the fay- 
ings of the Philofophers according 
to the pofllbility of Nature, and 
not according to the found of 
Words : For they have handled 
this holy and hidden Art, and its 
Secrets, under Similitudes, Fables, 
Riddles, and obfrure words, and 
have hid it purpofely, that it 
might not be expofed to the un- 
learned, impious, and unworthy. 
Furthermore, that I may go on to 
other Heads of your Epiflle, I’ un- 
derhand the artifice of your Stone 
to be a compofure from Gold, but 
from your writing I cannot apprc-| 
hend it, becaufe you fet not down] 
the firft original of that Compo- 
fition. Therefore I fhall not need' 
to handle it more at large, till 
you inftru£t me fully and more! 
plainly in its ' CompbCtion and 
Operation : For I cannot, neither 
believe that the Elixir, or Philcf)- 
phers Sto? ie 9 can.confht of the lignij 
appearing in it, and of t^e proper- 
ties 
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rs of the nutritive vegetation of 
e flaming Fire, which you attri- 
lto ro it, as I have openly (hewed 
what I have (aid already. But 
nen I received your WorJt, and 
e gift of fo great a Secret.fent 
ito me, I at once underflood 
mr unfeigned love; and free con- 
lence in me. Wherefore for your 
•iendihip fake, I referve your 
one with me, and keep it as a 
ofl acceptable gift , and (hall 
rite unto you more concerning 
, when you fhall declare it to me 
ore manifeftly. But whereas you 
y, that in your Stone there are 
irec, a Body, S pirit, a nd Soul, 
tfhich is manifeft ro you by your 
cperience and work j the Philo- 
■p hers when they faid thofe three 

a ru ral things were In their arti^ 

trial Stone , underflo od it by way 
: refeirflTWnce and experiment : 

ar they called the Earth, its Body 
id Bones 5 becaufe it is an aflrin- 
ent Compound, and reftrains the 
uid Elements from their raw 
sxibility, having the Fire alfb 
M 3 with 
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with it fymbolicaliy by its drinefs. 
But they called the Water and| 
Air, its Spirit ; becaufe they are 
the Elements that moiflen and; 
diflolve the Earth. But they called 
the Air and Fire, the Soul ; be- 
caufe they ripen and digeft the] 
whole Compound. And they na- 
med them thus, with refemblance' 
unto Humane nature, becaufe in a, 
well-contfituted Flefh there ought 
to be Bones to fuflain the Body, 
and likewife there ought to be k 
the Flefh a vivacity of vegetable! 
Accidents, which are called it< 
Spirits : contrary to the error* 
of the Pagan Philofophers , whej 
thought the vital Spirits to bc } 
fomething diH:in£l from the Eody 
compounded, and parts compoun- 
ding it : (o alfo there muff be inj 
Humane Flefh an informing Sou], 
digefting in man the brutal ads, 
and to work in him the intel- 
lectual work. But wemuft under- 
ftand it otherwife in our Stone, in^ 
which the Earth hath the name of 
the Body, Air and Water obtain 

th< 
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he name of Spirit, neither is in 
t a Soul but becaufe it contains 
he Air and Fire ; which I perceive 
veil; you doperfc&ly underftand, 
But the Philofophers divided them 
n this manner : By a crude Spirit, 
hey cxtra&ed a digertcd Spirit 
jut of the difiblved Body, and 
:hey had remaining a fixed mafe 
ofAfhes to be farther diflfolved, in 
which they found an incombufti- 
ble and fiony oylinefs and gum- 
minefs, which they called the 
Soul 5 which enlivens, unites, in- 
cerates and produces united Na- 
tures ; and in the Spirit they dif- 
joyned the Natures, fo in the Oyl 
they rc-conjoyned them. For our 
Stone hath not an informing na- 
ture, as a Vegetative or a Senfi- 
tive, but it hath only a formed 
form, which form is the very Ele- 
ments thcmfelves, becaufe it is ho- 
mogeneous. Butmans Body, and 
that of other Senfitives, is hetero- 
geneous : For Bones, Flefh, Bloud f 
Marrow, Hair and Nails, are di- 
ftinguilhcd differently in it; which 
M 4 
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is other wife in Gold , in whii 
whatfoever there is, is found to t 
of one hind. Wherefore, my Ri 
verend Do&or, the Philofcfphe 
fpeah this by way of fimilitud 
by reafon of the adminiftration 
Art , and operation of Nature' 
not becaufe there is a Soul in tf 
Stonc, but metaphorically , (i 
you well hnow ) nor Spirit, nc 
Body, ( as an informing form) s 
5 t is found in Man, and other Ser. 
fitives. Verily I tell you, ths 
Oyl which naturally inceratcs an 
unites Natures, and naturally in 
duces the'Medicine into other Bo 
dies that are to be tinged, is 11c 
- compounded of any other extra 
ncous thing, but out of the bowel 
of the Body that is to be diffol 
^cd : which Oyl retains the colou 
of.i t s Spirit always, u ntiMt bejre 
jhicfiied, and then firft of all i 
puts on tf ie R oyal Enf lgns, thatTs 
a citrinenefF and^MeTalline form 
which it manifefts to all ; in Gold 
a Golden, in Silver, a Silver co- 
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Sol, being diflolved, is perceived to 
be red inwardly, though outward- 
ly it appear white, under the form 
of liquid Quick-Jilvcr. Now fome 
th nk to compound an Oyl as ge- 
nerous and powerful as this Oyl 
is, namely out of Mercury through- 
ly dryed, or out of the fubftance 
of Tin, or Body of the Sun, com- 
mixed with ingredients of divers 
kinds 5 but for what concerns our 
Work, their Experiment is falla- 
cious. They can indeed reduce the 
j (j-ecics of Metals into a kind of 
Oyl, but they cannot at any hand 
reduce them into a Metallick 
kind, obferving and keeping the 
proportion of the th ngs to be 
mixed'found and entire. But that 
Oyl may be profitable for Medi- 
cine to fenfitive Creatures , be- 
caufe the nature of Gold is dilfol- 
ved therein 5 but yet impertinent- 
ly and unprof.tably as to'our Phi- 
lofophick Work. Befides, my Ho- 
noured Doflor, that I may lightly 
touch on the remaining Heads of 
your Epiftlc, you mult diligently 
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and wifely cbfirve, that Fire and 
Azor, wadi Laton: But Azor is 
not raw Quick- fiber fimply ex- 
tra-SIed out of the Mine, but it is 
that vhkh is extracted by Quick- 
fiver it fielf, out of the diflolvcd 
Bodies ; whkh is found to be more 
ripe upon tryal. Wherefore if La- 
ton be an unclean Body, it is de- 
purated by fuch an Azor , which 
you write that you have had for- 
merly; and by this Laton puri- 
fied by Azor, we make our Medi- 
cine for curing every fick perfon. 
Indeed this Azor is made of the 
Elixir, becaufe Elixir is nothing 
clfe but a Body refolved into a 
Mercurial Water ; after which re- 
folution , Azor is extra&ed out of 
it, that is, an animated Spirit. 
And it is called Elixir , from E, 
which is out of, and Lixis, which 
is Water, becaufe all things are 
made out of this Water : and 
Elixir is the fecond part in the 
Philolbphick Work , as Rsbis is 
the firlt in the fame Work. But 
the Tuiflure conditutes the third 
Work j

Work; for as the matter of this 
Co mpofition produces divers ef - 
fefts % fo it obtains different name s 

one after anoth er. Thence it ma- 
nifeftly appears, that Azov is not 
requifite to the Elixir , becaufe in 
this Work the Elixir goes before 
Azor, and not the contrary ; like 
as Water precedes the Oyl , and 
the Spirit the Soul ; For Azor is 
drawn and extrafted out of the 
Elixir, as Oyl out of Water, and 
not contrariwife ; as mention is 
made eife where. For example fake ; 
as in the Art of Phyfick, pure fim- 
ple Fountain-wa ter, by boyling in 
the firft conc oft ion, is joyned with 
the Flefh of a Chicken , and 
thence in the firft degree of con- 
co&ion we obtain a Broth, a good 
and perfect decoction, the humid, 
watry and airy parts of the 
Chicken being actually difiblvcd 
in the aforefaid Water; though 
there be other Elements therein 
alfo actually. But that it may be 
made a much more perfect Medi- 
cine, and more generous for re- 
ftoring 
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Coring man's fick Body unto 
health, the dccoftcd Body of the 
Chick is beaten into a mafli, with 
the faid Water already altered in- 
to a boyled Broth, or with part of 
it, and js d i (filled by a Wronger 
decoftion, whence a Broth and de- 
coftion will be made much more 
noble and generous, partaking of 
the whole nature of the Chicken : 
Becaufe by this lecond decoftion 
not only the moift parts, but the 
hot parts, that is, its aerial and 
fiery parts, being melted into the 
Broth or decoftion, are throughly 
mingled and difiolved : and there- 
fore the whole virtue of the Chick 
is in fuch a decoction ext rafted 
into the aforefaid Liquor. So it 
falls out in thePhilofophick Work, 
becaufe the crude Mineral Spirit, 
like Water, is j oy ned with its Bo- 

d y . to diflqlvC it in its firff de- 

coftiop : whence it is called Rer 
bis, becaufe it is compounded of 

two, or a double thing, to wit, of 
the Mafcuhne and Feminine Seed, 
that is, of the thing to be d/ffol- 
ved. 
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ved, though it be one thing and 
matter : whence the Vcrfes, 

Rebis is two things joyri d y yet it'$ 
but one 

Dijfolv d to their firfi Seeds, the 
Sun or Moon. 

Now out of thefe two things dif- 
folved together, t he Elixir is com- 
pounded, that is, a tinged Water : 
whence the Verfes, 
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Pure Bodies are of Lixis made by 
Art ; 

Hence Greeks Elixir to m its feeond 
part. 

Out of this Elixir , my Venerabl 0 
Do(5lor, as out of the firft Broth 
or Bullion of a fimple decoction, 
Azor is extra&ed , to wit , by x 
Wronger and iterated dilHllation : 
which Azor rcfembles and partici- 
pates the natlirc of its Body from 
which it was extracted, which is 
hot, and retains its virtue in it 
felt, namely an Oylie nature, 
which is hot and moilb, becaufe it 
is’s&ual Fire and Air; though all 
the Elements are in it in Eifencc, 
and 
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and by Compofition. Medicines 
therefore to cure the Bodies of 
Senfitivcs, may be compofed out 
of the faid Metals by fever al arti- 
fices j but .they are not pertinent 
to the Philofophick Work, as the 
Elixir is to Azor : that is, the 
vital Spirit and fugitive Soul are 
not diaphanous, nor tranfparent 
as the clear tear from the Eye : 
nor every difTolving Spirit, though 
they be each of higher Natures 
than another, according to their 
degrees, as the Soul is higher than 
the crude Spirit, being they are 
aiot of one form. For as the Soul 
lies hid under the Jpecies of a dif- 
folved Spirit, before its -re-infpif* 
fation, (for the Soul being ex- 
tra&ed out of the Body, always 
appeareth like Quick-fiver ) fo 
after its infpifiation the Soul and 
Body lie hid under the jpecies of a 
Body. Your Worfhip hath feen an 
Experiment thereof, in the Powder 
fbmetime fent to that King whole 
Phyhcian you are 3 in which Expe- 
riment. Quick-fiver was found in 
the 
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the Jpecies of Quick- fiver, but if 
that which remained in the bottom 
had been coagulated, it would 
certainly have afllimed the fame 
form of Powder : But that Powder 
nmft be called a Tinflure nomi- 
nally only, not that it is a Medi- 
cine for Metals, for it is not yet 
perfctfly fixt • yet as a Medicine 
for Men, it is of very good force. 
But the fxt Medicine Without all 
doubt exceeds this humane Medi- 
cine in all virtues, both as to Me- 
tals, and to Men ; which cannot 
come to pafs in a clear diaphanous 
and tranfparent Liquor : Eeeaule 
if lhe aforefaid Elxir and Azov, 
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that is, Spirit and Soul, did appear 
'in, and had a tranfparency, now 
the Earth as to its proportion had 
left the Water, and had been fepa- 
rated from it, which had thichned 
and coagulated its pans, cauling 
an Qpacity in the Elixir and Azw\ 
and making a congealable Metal- 
lick form to con fill. For in the 
condenfmg of nxed Metalhck Jfie- 
ejefj the condenfer jr.uft act upo- . 

ih* 
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the condenfable, and the coagula- 
ting upon the coagulable 5 which 
cannot be in the aforefaid diapha- j 
nous and clear Water. But it ! 
happens otherwife in Vegetables, ; 
in which a fimple and diaphanous 
Water is thichned by decoclion 
into the Vegetables themfelves ; 
which yet by the Tell: of the Fire 
doth at length vanifh and evapo- 
rate, becaufe it is not permanent 
and fixed in its compofition, be- 
caufe it had not with it an Earth 
naturally homogeneal to it in its : 
compofition, as Quick- ft Iver hath : 
which Earth indeed is the caufe 
of permanent fixation in homoge- 
neous things : wherefore fimple 
Water cannot by coagulation be* 
£> fixed with Vegetables, as Mer- 
cury with Metals. If therefore 
Mercury f hould be reduced to a 
tranfparency in t he Work of the 

Philofophers , jt woul d by goodj 

reafon remain of an uncoagulable 
fuhHartce j' TTor w ould it be_con- 
gealed upo n Laton to a Metal lick 
toEnJpccfe; a nd proportion, wh : ch

carries not- with, nor in it felf its 
own congelation , namely Water 
the Earth : which Earth ( as was 
faid ) is Mercurial^ and the firft 
caufe of InfpiiTation, Coagulation, 
and Fixation. If then this Water 
abide deftitutc of Metallic^ pro- 
portion, how Should it be potfiblc 
that fuch like Jpecies fliould be 
produced from this Ccmpoflticn ? 
They alfo er re who think t o ex- 
traft a limpid tran sp arent Water 
out of Mer cury , and out of it to 
work many wonderful things : For 
be it fo that they can perfett fuch 
a Water, that Work would con- 
duce nothing either to Nature or 
proportion, nor could it reftore or 
build up any perfect hind of Me- 
tal : For fo foon as Mercury is 
throughly changed from his hr it 
Nature, lo foon *he is forbidden 
entrance into our Philofbphick 
Wor k, becaufe he hath loft his 
Spermatick and Metallick Narnre. 
From thefe things it is manifeft, 
what truth there is in your opi- 
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and improper, when you fay, there 
muft be had ( as I think ) to per- 
fc£t the higheft Elixir , a Gum in 
•c\vhi:h are all things neceffary 
thereunto, and containing the four 
Elements , and it is a mod clear 
Water as a tear from the Eye, 
made Spiritual, &c. which make 
Gold to be a mere Spirit : For a 
Body penetrates not a Body , but f 
a fubtle congealed Spiritual fub- 
fiance, which penetrates and co- 
lours a Body. Let it be fo as you 
fay, my Venerable Doflor, that 
Natures are not joyned but in a 
Gum or Oylie fubftance , and 
equal proportioned, having a Spi- j 
ritual Nature, the Elements being 
yet fixedly; fhut up in it ; unto i 
which Gnriminefs the whole Phi- 
lofophers Stone is at laft reduced j 
by Inceration, under a gentle flux, 
after the manner of an Incera- 
-tion refembling all the Elements, j 
{landing like Copper and in the 
nature of Copper, exiting alfo in j 
a fubtle Spiritual Nature penetra- 
ting and colouring Metallick Bo- 
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ies. For this Stone in the fubli- 
tation of the ftrfl crude Body, 
ith not loft its kind, namely of 
le fame Spirit, neither yet in the 
2rFe£l and great Gum doth it 
>fc its firft Nature : Therefore 
urn and Oyl belong not other- 
ifo unto this Work, but as Ele- 
lents equally proportioned (hut 
p together, rcfolvable, united in 
le Oylie vlfcofity oF the Earth, 
itained, buried, infeparably mixt. 
or this Gum or Oyl firft is ex- 
ra&ed out oF the Body , drawn 
ito an incinerated Spirit, till the 
iperfluous humidity oF the Water 
e turned into Air, and one Elc- 
lent be excited From another 
dement by digeftion, and what 
•as oF an Aqueous Form, become 
F an Oylie nature: and fo the 
'hole Stone at la ft afTumes the 
ame oF Gum and Sulphur. For 
}eber teacketh this, when he Faith, 
s' you have written in your Epi- 
tle, IF any perFon know to joyn 
.nd Friendly unite our Sulphur un- 
0 Bodies, he hath found one of 
the 
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the greateft Secrets, and onewa 
of perfection r as if he fhould fa- 
If any man can reduce a Body t 
this, that it may be made a Gu 
which may be throughly mingft 
with other imperfeft Bodies, 1 
hath found the greateft Secret 
Nature, &c. becaufe this perfe 
Stone is a Gum and a Sulphur, 
is known by what we have alreac: 
faid. But you muft know, th 
Geber with high eft 'prudence ai 
wonderful artifice hides the tru 
under a Veil, intermingling -\vi 
it many , obfcurities and falfiti< 
which thofe who are ignorant 
firft appearance imagine to 
truth : yet he fpeaking like a PI 
lofopher fecretly under this era 
doth openly, learnedly and Pi 
Iofophically deferibe the trutl 
wherefore the unexperienced a 
Sopbifters, not underftanding lj 
mind and wit, nor the nature 
the thing, do perverily turn afi 
to the vulgar expofition and fou 
of the words. For he faith, If th 
knoweft that, we have faid fon 
thir 
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thing to thee $ but if thou knoweft 
not, we have laid nothing to thee. 
Wlierefore in reading Philofo- 
phick Books, confider cfpeeially 
the poflibility of Nature ; not- 
withfianding fome Writers of this 
Art have a Ifo {omctimes erred , 
and have happened (ometimes to 
haye handled it, as to the natural 
truth , either ill or ambiguoufly. 
As it may be obfervcd that Arnol- 
ds de Vida Nov# hath faid, in a 
Book which he called his Rof#ry y 
that raw Mercury , that is, Quick- 
ftlver, which in its own nature is 
cold and moift, *by Sublimation 
may be made hot and dry ; after- 
wards being revived, it becomes 
hot and moill like the complexion 
of Man. You will fay then, what 
wonder is it if it be joyned with 
the Sun, that it likewife becomes 
of the nature of the Sun ? For 
Mercury is of a convertible nature, 
as the Heavcn’y Mercury , which is 
fuch as the Planet is with which it 
' is in Conjunction. For that Ari.cl- 
dus } though m other Sciences he 
were 
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were a Reverend and Ingenious 
Dodlor, yet in this Art he handled 
Experiments only, without the 
learning of the Caufes. Now when 
he faith, that in the firft Sublima- 
tion the crude Spirit is fublimed 
from the inferiour fait Minerals, 
and that Mercury it felf, which in 
its own nature is cold and moift, 
becomes a Powder of an hot and 
dry nature, as he faith, this yet 
conduces nothing to our Wor k. 
But let it be fo, that he make? 
of Mercury fuch a Powder as he 
{peaks of, that is, throughly dried 
and hot by fublimaticn from 
Salts ; yet thofe Purifications are 
vain and impertinent to our 
Work, yea as to the perfc&ing of 
our Work they are hurtful. For 
though thefe inferiour Minerals 
communicate with Metals in their 
nature, yet not in kind and pro- 
portion : For the fuperiour and in- 
feriour Minerals, in their nativity 
and fubterraneous formation, are 
of-one and the fame conftitution 
univerfally-j and therefore of the 
fame 
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fame narure 5 but they differ in 
proportion, quality, and kind or 
form, . Wherefore if Mercury be ^ 
diftilled with thofe inferiour M ne- 
rals-, .and throughly-dried , then . 
his internal nature is. confounded 
and difproportioned , and is hin- 
dred and made unprofitable, as to 
the eff eft of a Feminine Seed, and 
invalid for- our Metallick Work. 
For fo foon as he is turned into the 
form of a Powder, (except from 
his Eody of. Sc! or Luna ) fo foon 
he undergoes 0 ? rhrcitgh driaefs, 
unprofitable to the Philofophick' 
Work. Yet I deny not, but that a 
droflie and impure Mercury may- 1 
and ought, by a Ample Salt, be 
fuhlimed or purged once oroftner, 
according; to a due Philofophick 
experience , to- take from it its 
drofs and outward Mineral impu- 
rity, fo that notwithstanding the 
fluidity and radical humicity of 
Mercery may always remain un- 
altered : For the Mercurial kind 
and form in fuch a Work, ought 
to remain uncorni£tcd, as hath 
been 
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been faid already. Nor ought its 
outward form to be reduced into 
a throughly dried Powder j be- 
caufe its external form being cor- 
rupted, {hews its internal nature 
to be confounded, unlefs it be in: 
the way of generation that it be 
altered, as may be manifeftly feen 
in the figns which appear in the 
Work of the natural way. For 
there are Sublima tio ns of Mercury I 
from its ow n proper Bod ies, jwhich 1 
are~~ conjoyned a.nd mi ngled with 
T t,; by anAmalgante tio n with it in ' 
its mol f inward par ts, from which 
being oftentimes railed and re ^ 
united, it rejects and lol es^ its fm * 
perflui ties, and i s- not confou nded 
Irf Its nature ; and afterwards ^it js_ 
very , agreeabl e_to the Philofophick 

Work , and pdwgrful tQ diffpl ve 

Meta llic k J h cciei \ yyetjt ^is : not ; 
greatly altered intrinncally for 
the Phjlolophi k- Work, unlefs * 
be alte r. d bv Poiies dif oN I 

ved j U it. bw.t wonder* ul things I 
mfy’ be -d >a M ,; cines lor | 
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'hether it be reduced into an Oyl, 
r into Water, or it abide in a 
’owder ; but it is not at all perc- 
ent to the Philofophick Experi- 
ment. And therefore it mull: be 
; nivcrfally noted, that fo foon as 
dercuryAs turned into a Powder , 
»f whatever fort , contrary to the 
' lature of its jfodyLt o_ be diifolved. 
o_Joon_ jvnlLit _he_un profit able to 
' he Philofophick Work . There are 
ertain deceiving Sophiilers, who 
>y joyning Venus to it, or adding 
>ther Jpecies , make a Sophiftic k 
Work ; that is, they give unto im- 
>crfe& Copper a colour, but not 
natural ; they induce indeed z 
vind of an apparency , but not a 
rue nature, that is, tranfmuta- 
ion : like as he that paints a dead 
image, or compofes a Statue of 
Wood, which appears only, but is 
lot ; and as much as a living 
differs from an Image and Pi dure, 
.0 much differs their Work from 
:he Philofophick. Hence this mix- 
ture perfcveres not in the Ted of 
the Fire, though it be Mineral; 

N> be- 
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becaufe Nature attra&s it nc 
from a proportionable digeftior 
nor hath Art vehemently decode 
it to an alteration of the mixt na 
Cures : wherefore that Copper ap 
pears to be fuperficially only, an 
not permanently and intrinficall 
tirged. Wherefore we muft nc 
adhere to the Experiments of de 
ceitful Sophiftei s , bccaufe th 
truth of the natural Art confute 
this Sophiftick Work, and fhews i 
to be falfe. And if you will in 
ilance farther, and fay, that as th 
faid Anixldns by Sublimation pur 
g^d away the drofs of Mercury 
and dried it in its nature; fo alf 
(as you fay) he by reviving /f 
moidned it again, and made th* 
Mercury it felf hot and moift, am 
in* its nature conformable to it 
Body. This hinders not (my Re 
verend Doctor ) nor refutes th* 
truth of the Philofophick Art, yd 
rather an errour appears in th< 
Natural Art : For, as is manifeft 
Am a Lius doth teach, if you regarc 
the found of his words, that Mer- 
cury 
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cury thus throughly dried, is re- 
vived hy hot wa?er into which it 
is caft ,• and he faith that it is 
made hot . and raoift , when it 
was hr ft fublimed hot and dry. 
But what true Fhiio&pher would 
fay, that / !cra t y my other Me- 
tal, is obliged in nature and in- 
ternal ^ 13 tr y -»y fimpls Water, 
however h r wir boy ling, or that it 
could the . e acquire its natural 
humidity , and fo be revived ? 
Therefore Mercury in this reviva l 
acquires nothing, becaufe common 
Water neither decors nor alters 
it , becaufe it neither hath en- 
trance nor ingrefs into it, and 
that which neither hath entrance 
nor ingrefs > alters not j becaufe 
every thing to be altered, muft 

iirft be throughly mingled . For 

indeed fuch a Water may wipe 
away from it feme fuperficial a refs 
fwimming upon it, but cannot tn- 
fufe into it a new quality : For 
what nature foever Mercury redu- 
ced into a Powder, and mortified 
by Sublimations, retained, fuch 
N z nituic

nature altogether it retains reti- 
vcd by Water. Now this I would 
have to be fpohen in honour and 
refpefl unto the faid Arnaldi%$ 
but I contemplate and defend the 
truth of Nature and Experience. 
Furthermore 3 honoured Doflor , 
that I may by this my Anfwer fa- 
tisfie your Epiftle, and put an end 
thereto, I humbly entreat you that 
you would take in good part, and 
Favourably bear what I have writ- 
ten, not by way of Confutation, 
but Difputation : But if I have 
anfwered any thing that offends 
you, take it yet in good part and 
favourably, or fignifie it to me in 
writing, and I will fatisfie you to 
my power, as the moil true Doctor 
our Lord Jefus Chrifl, the Son of 
God, blelled for ever and ever, 
fhall give and teach me.
